This  selected  list  of  authorities  aims  to  include  the 
most  valuable  material  on  legal  holidays  and  festival 
days  of  the  year;  a  few  other  days  about  which  questions 
are  frequently  asked  have  been  introduced  for  the  sake 
of  completeness.  General  arrangement  is  by  .the  calen- 
dar, and  not  alphabetically.  The  lists  have  been  made 
up  from  the  existing  collection  in  the  New  York  state 
library,  but  books  not  in  the  library,  if  seemingly  valuable, 
have  been  occasionally  inserted.  The  original  list  was 
compiled  with  the  needs  of  the  reference  department  of 
the  State  library  particularly  in  mind.  In  the  revision 
the  needs  of  the  public  library  have  been  considered.  In 
addition  to  books  and  analytics,  periodical  references 
have  been  utilized  in  some  divisions  and  omitted  in 
others,  the  decision  depending  on  the  value  of  the 
article  and  the  quantity  of  other  material.  The  re- 
ferences have  been  selected  in  the  main  from  study  and 
comparison  of  the  lists  in  library  bulletins  quoted  at  the 
beginning  of  each  section,  supplemented,  when  it  seemed 
desirable,  by  original  search.
